Railroad Magnate Says Only 
Federal Grain Inspection 


Will Amend Evils

J. J. Hill took tile side of the farmers

grain trade hearing of the interstate 
com m erce commission.

He declared grave evils existed in 
the grain trade against the farmers, 
that public elevators should not han­ 
dle grain, that federal inspection alone 
could relieve conditions, 
and 
that 
while the laws regulating grain in­ 
spection and handling were good, they 
were not enforced. 
He stated the success of his road 
depended upon the .success 
of 
the 
farmers. 
H e denied that he nor any 
member of his family 
owned 
any 
stock iii any elevator. 
He admitted 
he had nearly matured a plan for the 
Great 
Northern to acquire elevator 
system s along its route, but added: 
“ If* discovered the courts would not 
allow it.” 


“ Elevators, should give the farmers 
receipts that would be 
like 
drafts. 
Thus the farmer 
could 
practically 
-hip his whole wheat crop for a 2 
cent stamp.’’ 


J?. B, Smith, president of the Min- 
11 c a p o t e s chamber of commeTrr/Ad- 
mitted the assertion that grain men 
fixed the price of wheat each day and 
telegraphed the elevators what to pay 
farmers for wheat, 
fie said grain men 
allowed themselves 3 cents per bush- i 
el for handling the wheat when they 
thus fixed the prices.

company. 
W hen T. P. Shonts was 


made chairm an-of the canal com m is­ 
sion, Mr. W illiam s was made paying 
teller, having charge of a large por­ 
tion o f *the funds at the canal. 
W ith the policy of President Roose­ 
velt to make each man the head of 
one of the seven 
departments, Mr. 
W illiams was placed in charge of the 
disbursing department.

became

while employed on the Northwestern. 
11^ reached a high position with the 
railroad company, working up from 
the bottom. 
That the position accorded Mr. W il­ 
liams is a responsible one is manifest 
when it is considered the millions of 
dollars that will pass through his de­ 
partment in the construction of the 
canal.
